“The Danzig area consists of the

including the city of Danzig. The 
southeastern third of East Prussia 
and the area between East Prussia 
and the Vistula north of latitude 
53 degrees 3 minutes is to have its 
nationality determined by popular 
vote, 5785 square miles, as is to be 
the case in part of Schleswig, 2787 
square miles. 

“Left bank of the Rhine. As 
provided in the military clauses, 
Germany will not maintain any 
fortifications or armed forces less 
than 50 kilometers to the east of 
the Rhine, hold any maneuvers, 
nor maintain any works to facili- 
tate mobilization. In case of vio- 
lation, ‘she shall be regarded as 
committing a hostile act against 
the Powers who sign the present 
treaty and as intending to distrub 
the peace of the world.’ 

“By virtue of the present treaty, 
Germany shall be bound to respond 
to any request for an explanation 
which the Council of the league of 
nations may think it necessary to 
address to her. 

Return of Alsace-Lorrainc. 


“Alsace-Lorraine. After recog- 
nition of the moral obligation to 
repair the wrong done in 1871 by 
Germany to France and the people 
of Alsace-Lorraine, the territories 
ceded to Germany by the treaty of 
Frankfort are restored to France 
with their frontiers as before 1871, 
to date from the signing of the ar- 
mistice, and to be free of all public 
debts. 

“Citizenship is regulated by de- 
tailed provisions distinguishing 
those who are. immediately re- 
stored to full French citizenship, 
those who have to make formal 
applications therefor, and those 
for whom naturalization is open 
after three years. The last-named 
class includes German residents in 
Alsace-Lorraine, as’ distinguished 
from those who acquire the posi- 
tion of Alsace-Lorrainers as de- 
fined by the treaty. All public 
property and all private property 
of German ex-sovereigns passes to 
France without payment or credit. 
France is substituted for Germany 
as regards ownership of the rail- 
roads and rights over concessions 
of tramways.

French and other 
labor may be freely utilized, the 
former being free to belong’ to 
French unions. All rights acquired 
as to pensions and social insurance 
will be maintained by Germany 
and the Saar Commission. There 
will be n omilitary service, but 
only a local gendarmerie to pre- 
serve order. The people will pre- 
serve their local assemblies, reli- 
gious liberties, Schools and lan- 
guage, but may vote only for local 
assemblies. They will keep their 
present nationality, exeept so far 
as individuals may change it. Those 
wishing to leave will have every 
facility with respect to their prop- 
erty. The territory will form part 
of the French customs system with 
no export tax on coal and metal- 
lurgical products going to Ger- 
many, nor on German products 
entering the basin, and for five 
years no import duties on products 
of the basin going to Germany, or 
German products coming into the 
basin for local consumption. 
French money may circulate 
without restriction. After 15 
years a plebiscite will be held by 
communes to ascertain the desires 
of the population as to eontinu- 
ance of the existing regime under 
the league of nations union with 
France or union with Germany. 
The right to vote will belong to all 
inhabitants over 20 resident there- 
in at the signature. Taking into 
account the opinions thus ex- 
pressed, the league will decide the 
ultimate sovereignty. In any por- 
tion restored to Germany the Cer- 
man Government must buy out the 
french mines at an appraised val- 
uation. If the price is not paid 
within six months thereafter this 
portion passes finally to France. 
lf Germany buys back the mines, 
the league will determine how 
much of the coal shall be annual- 
ly sold to France.

IR. W. Woolley of Interstate 

| Commerce Body Tells Elec- 

trical Men Here of Its Ad- 
vantages. 


The St. Louis Electrical Board of 
Trade at its luncheon meeting at the 
Hotel Statler yesterday heard Rob- 


ert W. Woolley, a member of the In 
terstate Conimerce Commission, tell 
in a lengthy talk of the advantages 
of Government control of rallroads, 
what it had accomplished, and what 
‘t might be expected to do. 

Woolley had been asked to make 
a short talk to the members about 
the Victory loan. Lee Meriwether 
was scheduled to be the principal 
spcaker, telling of his war exper!- 
ences. 

Woolley told the members that, 4s 
business men, they could be expect- 
ed to know all necessary about the 
loan, and he proposed to tell them of 
something of importance from a dif- 
ferent angle. “It seems to me,” 
Woolley said, “that there is nothing 
of more importance to the public to- 
day than the transportation prob- 
lem,” 

The speaker . defended the Rail- 

-road Administration, as federalized. 
referring among other things to the 
abilty the roads thereby acquired to 
‘raise the wages of employes.

PORTO RICAN SELF-RULE Relieve Your Indigestion 


St. Louisan Writes That He Will | 
Urge Enactment of Law on 
Return to U. S. 


Self-covernment for Porto Rico! 
will be urged in Congress hy Repre- 
sentative L. C. Dyer of St. Louis, | 
who, as a member of the congress- 


ional delegation, recently went to 
Porto Rico to determine what legis- 
lation the island most needed. 


In a letter to the Post-Dispatch, 
Representative Dyer says he finds 
that what is most needed in Porto 
Rico is education. YW hile great prog- 
ress has been made along education- 
al lines since the United States ac- 
couired control of Porto Rico, ha 
says, many thousands of children 
stilt are without opportunity to at- 
tend school, due to lack of money 
to furnish school houses and teach- 
ers. Congress will be asked to give 
a substarttial approprjation for this 

| purpose, 

“Porto Ricang feel that they are 
fully capable of managing tireir own 
affairs and that it should not be 
necessary to send anybody 7rom here 
to rule them,”’ Dyer wrote. “I think 
that the people of Porto Rico would 
be fully satisfied to rémain under 
the flag of the United States if they 
could have local self-government.

The present population of Porto | 

5 Rico is estimated at 1,224,000, and 
during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1918, there were enrolled in 
schools.of all grades 149,976 pupils, 
\the total enrollment being 33 per 
cent of the total population of school! 
age. 

The external trade of the island 
has reached a total of $134,516,141,. 
which {s about $°29.000.000 more 
than the previous year. The increase 
in sugar exports was very marked, 
‘both in quantity and value. 

Increase in Exports. | 

The increased value in sugar ex- 
ports was more than $8.000,000, or 
about 18 per cent, and in quantity 
63,988 tons or about 19 per cent. 
In exportation of articles other than 
'sugar there was an increase of about 
$6,000,000 over the $20,000,000 to- 
tal of the previous year. Coffee, ' 
however, only partially recovered | 
‘from the tremendous decline of last 
i'year, but an encouraging tendency 
‘toward broadening the basis of 
economic life of the Island is shown, 
Dyer says, in the minor increases Jj 
a number of other articles. 

Imports also showed tremendous 
gains, those from the United States 
‘alone gaining $13,646,734 In value, 
‘and while much of this increase was! 
due to the higher cost of articles 
imported, it was due in part 
to increased prosperity and greater 
purchasing power of the Portw 
Ricans. 

Reviews War Record. 

Reviewing the war record of the 
Island, Dver says that in the conflict 
with the Central Powers, Porto 
Rico furnished a contingent of 15.,- 
122 men for the United States army, 
cfficered almost entirely by Porto 
Ricans; bought Liberty bonds to the 
amount of $10,093,100: contributed 
$205.775 for Red work and 
brought the Junior Red Cross up to 
“m% total membership of 68,020 with 
nm cash contribution of $21,511.22. 

“The laws that we have enacted 
for Porto Rico,” his letter concludes. 
“says that the people of Porto Rico 
are citizens of the United States 
The Supreme Court of the United 
States, however, has decided that 
Porto Rico is an unincorporated ter- 

‘ritory of the United States, and 
hence not entitled to the benefits of 
the Constitution of the United States 
This is a condition that neither the 
people of the United States or Porto 
Rico approve. We should either 
make Porto Rico part of the United 
States in all respects, or we should 
give it its independence.”
